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The Scawa>^ Again 

The St. Lawrence Seaway proposal, which has 
been knocking about for many years, will be up in 
Congress again this session. 

The Now 'York Herald Tribune recently pointed 
to some practical weaknesses in the scheme, and then 
saldx "The cost oX government, the mounting pressures 
of inflation, the unsettled inlornational scene, all arc 
powerful arguments against any major capital expendi- 
ture that can be avoided or averted. If an undertaking 
of the magnitude of the seaway wore to enter the com- 
petition for scarce goods and labor, the costs of the 
project would certainly increase.* The national budget 
would be burdened by a substantial additional sum, and 
the whole effect would be inflationary ..." 

That is the T)lain truth. In addition, there Is the 
gravest kind of doubt as to the seaway's virtue as a me- 
dium of transportation. The railroads and the other 
carriers are doing the Job with complete efficiency, and 
at the lowest practical cost. Ice and other weather 
factors would limit the seaway's usefulness to only a 
part of the year. Many think that the potential traffic 
has been vastly exaggerated, and that the project, after 
its enormous initial costs, would be >a steady money 
leser. And, beyond argument, its Jocks would be vulner- 
able in the extreme to air assault In the event of war. 

The seaway is largely supported by regional in- 
terests which would benefit from the expenditure. All 
the rest of us would have to chip in and help pay for 
it It would be damaging to oUr 'basic means of trans- 
iwrtation on which the whole nation depends. And, as 
the Herld-Tribuh'c's'dVS, .lt;is a. prime, example of the 
kind of public wdrtt "which should be Vvolded now. 
These are weighty arguments that Congress'^ must not 

overlook. 

« * * 

Red Tape Won't Help 

There is a renewal of talk concerning rationing, 
allocating and otherwise artificially controlling the flow 
of oil to market. Demands for some such course as this 
may be made In perfect sincerity. But it is difficult to 
see just how political controls would better the situ- 
ation in any way. 

OU has been ligttt In some areas, though basic 
needs have been met. Material shortages have made it 



impossible for tho Industry to develop new faclllttes as 
rapidly as Is desirable. Abnormal cold in recent weeks 
has contributed to the gravity of the problem. And»^ 
most important of all, the demand for oil both here at 
home and in other nations seems Insatiable, and bas 
reached levels that no one could have fully anticipated. 
These are facts — the kind of facts which are de- 
termining the oil Industry's policies now, and causing 
it to take every possible step that will get more oil 
out of the ground, and more usable petroleum products 
into the hands of consumers. Rationing, price fixing, or 
any other control would not and could not increase oil 
output by a single barrel. Only increased output can nl- 
|loviato the problem. \Vc must have more oil — not more 
'red tape. 

] ■' Government controls, however well meant and 
[well administered, incvltatjly act as a brake on initla- 
jllve. By their very nature tliey must curtail freedom 
I of action on the part of those controlled. The rules and 
1 regulations pile up— and production then goes down. 
Under free enterprise, we will get more oil in 

the shortest possible time. '* 

* • • 

Pa«t The Experimental Phase 

The indications from \V.TShington are that Con- 
gress will look coldly upon any compulsory medical 
insurance measure brought .before it, ^Therc are two 
obvious reasons why this should, be so. First, the cost 
would run from four to six billions or .more a yeikr, 
and would require another heavy tax on top of all 
other taxes. Secondly, there is no need lor it, due to 
the remarkable progress made by the voluntary prepay- 
ment plans. 

There are a great many of these plans in opera- -. 
tion, and they varj* in detail. But in principle they are 
all much the same. Their purpose is to make it pes- ' 
siblc for people to prepare for the expense of an ill- 
ness by paying small sums at stated intervals— pre- 
cisely, for example, as one insures against the pos- 
sibility of fire. 'The cost is usually only a few dollars 
a month for an entire family. 

V Further, the scope of the service has been con- 
stantly broadened. The plans had their problems — the 
usual growing pains that accompany any venture Into 
uncharted waters. There have been financial and ad- 
ministrative difficulties. But these have been solved 
for the most part with admirable efficiency, and pre- 
paid medical care has definitely passed from the ex* • 
perimental to the firmly established phase. 

The work Is not done. The goal is to make th« 
service available to every American who desires it i 
Those who arc in closest touch with the plans are con* 
vinced that the goal will be reached within a re» 
sonabic time. The American people are again proving 
their ability to solve a real problem voluntarily — and ■ 
without governmental decree.

BLOOD CELL DISEASE 
KILLS MANY CATTLE 

Some twenty years ago a Kansas 
veterinarian identified a blood diseaae 
of cattle, previously unknown In thi 
United States. The disease "anaplns- 
mosta" or "pasture sickness" ta In 
many ways tike human nmtarla, for 
It Is caused by a tiny parasite which 
attacks the red blood ccUa, Today, 
this disease has reached serious pro- 
porttons— Is now present in at least 
23 statc.R and has also been Idcntlflcd 
in sheep, 

Annplasmosts Is spread from the 
blood of one animal to another In a 
variety of ways. It may be trans- 
mitted by mosquitoes;^ biting lUcs, and 
ticks. Outbreaks have also been traced 
to Improperly sterilized dehorning 
shears, castrating knives, and con- 
taminated hypodermic needles Any 
object v%-hlch contacts blood of an 
affected animal, then punctures the 
skin of R healthy animal, may trans- 
mit the disease. ,

Indians Ate Acorns 
Some of the American Indian 
tribes considered acorns a staple 
item in their diet. The acorns were 
ground in a mortar, soaked in water 
or put in baskets, set in running 
water, or boiled in water for two 
hours to remove the astringent tan- 
nin. It is this tannin in the acorns 
that makes, them undesirable as 
cattle food. "The kernels were pound- 
ed and the resulting flour was used 
like cornmeal. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of bushels of ocorns fall from 
the acorn trees of the country each 
season. Some are eaten by squirrels 
and hogs, but most of them go to 
waste. 



Keep Files Neat 
Tro'ut flies should not be carried 
' In B box which cramps and crushes 
them. In the case of dry flies shun 
those flat little boxes which have 
spring racks for holding the lures in 
place. Use a deep fly box that will 
not bend the hackles of the flies, 
and don't try to overcrowd the com- 
partments. Also keep used flics from 
messing up a fresh one by keeping 
in separate compartments. 



Size of Train Crew ■ 
While the number varies, depend- 
ing" on the length of run and the
